Lectures will also be given occasionally by promi- 
nent Educators in the service of the State. 


Promotion and Graduation. 


Written examinations in all the studies of the term 
will be held at the close of the same, and a general 
examination at the end of the session. The results 
of these examinations, averaged with the daily recita- 
tions, determine the standing of the student in schol- 
arship. 

At the end of each term, each student will be fur- 
nished with a report, showing the rank attained in 
scholarship and deportment. 

A student loses grade if, at the close of any term, 
the standing in any study be less than зеуешу-Вуе 
per cent. 

A general average of eighty-five per cent., but in no 
branch less than seventy-five per cent., is required for 
graduation. 

Students who may, from any cause, be absent for a 
part of a term, on returning, will be required to pass

graduation in the regular Literary Course, but cer-

Every student is expected to attend some church in 
the city on Sabbath morning. 
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Every thing of a sectarian character is carefully 
excluded from the religious exercises of the State 
Normal School. 

Boarding. 

Boarding in the best private families can be obtained 
for $8 per month, including fuel and lights. Rooms 
without boarding, fuel and lights, from $3 unfurnished, 
to $4.50 furnished, per month. 

Boarding for several young ladies will be furnished 
in the families of Professors Jackson and Monroe. 


Tuition. 

Tuition free to all colored residents of Kentucky 
who fulfill the required conditions. То the colored 
non-residents of Kentucky, the rate of Tuition will 
be two dollars per month. 


Government. 


The government of the school is positive in prohibit- 
ing all immoral practices, as well as actions leading 
thereto, and in enforcing a uniform regard for good 
order, studious habits, and careful observance of the 
prescribed routine of duty.

PROMOTION AND GRADUATION. 


Written examinations in all the studies of the term 
will be held at the close of the same, and a general 
examination at the end of the session. The results 
of these examinations, averaged with the daily recita- 
tions, determine the standing of the student in schol- 
arship. 

At the end of each term, each student will be fur- 
nished with a report, showing the rank attained in 
scholarship and deportment. 

A student loses grade if, at the close of any term, 
the standing in any study be less than seventy-five 
per cent. 

A general average of eighty-five per cent., but in no 
branch less than seventy-five per cent., is required for 
graduation. 

Students who may, from any cause, be absent for a 
part of a term, on returning, will be required to pass 
an examination in the studies pursued by the class 
during their absence. 

Three years of successful study will be required for 


Mi 
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graduation in the regular Normal Department, but 
certificates of proficiency in the Science and Art of 
Teaching will be granted to meritorious students. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


Each student must have a text-book upon each sub- : 


ject prescribed for the common schools of Kentucky. 
Professional text-books will be furnished at cost. 


APPARATUS. 
А Lunar Tellurian, excellent wall maps, and other 
school furnishings of value, have been supplied by 
the State. Additions will be made as required. 


LIBRARY. 

One of the best means of securing a broad and lib- 
eral culture among students, is to have pupils read 
other books than the text-books. With this end in 
view, the foundation of a library has been secured, to 
which we shall ask our friends to contribute books or 
funds from session to session. Each student, upon 
matriculation, is expected to contribute fifty cents as 
a library fund. 


MUSIC. 

Forthe ensuing scholastic year, a course of vocal 
music will be provided for students in all grades. 
Instrumental music will be taught as 8 private study 
at reasonable rates. No charges for use of organ. 
Use of private piano one dollar per month. 
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LITERARY SOCIETIES. 

Students are expected to attach themselves either 
to the ‘‘Atheneum or Douglass Literary Society," in 
which exercises are conducted by themselves under 
the general supervision and direction of the Faculty. 


RELIGIOUS. 

The daily exercises begin with reading a passage 
from the Bible, singing or prayer. 

Every student is expected to attend some church in: 
the city on Sabbath morning. 

Every thing of a sectarian character is carefully 
excluded from the religious exercises of the State 
Normal School.

So important do we regard a thorough knowledge 
of the Common School branches, and the theory and 


practice of teaching the same, that there will be given

BOARDING. 


Boarding in the best private families can be obtained 
for $8 per month, including fuel and lights. Rooms 
without boarding, fuel and lights, from $3 unfur- 
nished, to $4.50 furnished, per month. 

Boarding for several young ladies will be furnished 
in the families of Professors Jackson and Monroe. 

During the coming scholastic year, it is the expec- 
tation of the Trustees and the Faculty to have a dor- 
mitory erected upon the grounds, sufficient, in size, to 
accommodate at least sixty young ladies. 


TUITION. 


Tuition free to all colored residents of Kentucky 
who fulfill the required conditions. To the colored 
non-residents of Kentucky, the rate of Tuition will 
be two dollars per month. 


GOVERNMENT. 


The government of the school is positive in prohib- 
jting all immoral practices, as well as actions leading 
thereto, and in enforcing a uniform regard for good 
order, studious habits, and careful observance of the 
prescribed routine of duty. 

As that discipline is the best which finds its support 
in the enlightened judgment and high moral sense of 
the governed, no means will be neglected which ар- 
peal to the principle and self-respect of the student, 
and thereby promote self-government. 


GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
Requirements.

By virtue of the Act of Congress of July 30th, 1890, 
for the benefit of Colleges of Agriculture and the 
Mechanic Arts, the ‘‘State Normal School for Col- 
ored Persons" has been allowed out of the annual 
amount appropriated Kentucky, 14.5 per cent., on 
the basis of the percentage of colored pupil children 
of the State according to the Census Bureau. For 


the financial year 1890- 91, the amount is $2,175. This ፪ 


annual allowance serves to maintain the following 


special Departments, which will be in full operation | 


the coming session : 

1. Agriculture and Horticulture. 

2. Mechanics and Manual Training. 

3. Domestic Economy. 

The special object under this organization, is to 
combine Labor with Learning in such way as to 
afford every pupil a good, practical English educa- 
tion, with effective training in the Laboratory and 
the field or in the Workshop. 


This union will be so maintained in this Institu- | 


tion as to enable its pupils to train others practically 
in all that ihey acquire under its fostering care. This 
is a Training School in all its Departments, for its 
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purpose is to qualify its pupils as practical Teachers 
«for teaching in the Colored Public Schools of Ken- 
tucky,’’ and, consequently, to prepare them, as occa- 
sion may demand, for ready and reliable employment 
in the field or in the Workshop, thus fitting them as 
true factors in the cause of their race and in the 
service of the Commonwealth.

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“STATE NORMAL SCHOOL FOR COLORED PERSONS.” 


The Fifth Session of this institution, on Normal 
Hill, in the immediate vicinity of Frankfort,» Ken- 
tucky, will open for the admission of Pupils of both 
sexes, on Wednesday, September 14th, 1892, and closé 
on Thursday, June 8th, 1898; but pupils will be. 
received at any time during the session, and for any 
length of time not less than two months. 

“The object" of this State Normal School, estab- 
lished and maintained by Act of the General Аззет- 
bly, “shall be the preparation of teachers for teach- 
ing in the Colored Public Schools of Kentucky.” 

Admission of Pupils: “Апу pupil to gain admis- 
sion to the privileges of Instruction in the said Nor- 
mal-School shall be at least sixteen years of age, 
possess good health, give satisfactory evidence of 
good moral character, and sign a written pledge, to 
be filed with the Principal, that said applicant will, 
so far as practical, teach in the Colored Common: 
Schools of Kentucky a period equal to twice the time 
spent as a pupil in said Normal School, together with 
such other conditions as the Board may, from time to 
time, impose.

In addition to the fore- 
going requirements, every applicant for admission to 
this school must hold a Teacher's Certificate, a Cer- 
tificate of Graduation from a Common School, or 


Should any pupil fail to teach the 
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must pass an examination, by the Faculty, on the 
subjects of instruction prescribed for the Common 
Schools, attaining an average of not less than sixty- 
five per cent., but on no subject less than fifty per 
cent. 

As the constant office of this State Normal School 
is to prepare teachers for teaching in the Colored 
Public Schools of Kentucky, to impart such instruc- 
tion as will enable them to secure State Certificates 
and State Diplomas, and to so train in the Industrial 
pursuits that they may earn a livelihood as skilled 
laborers, special instruction will be given all promis- 
ing applicants who may have failed on the first exam- 
ination, to enter the Normal School Proper.
